The Japanese have now passed Palin 
hill and are twenty miles south of the 
Russian position. 

The total losses in the Daliu lull fight 
are not yet known.

Wounded Russians, recounting the 
two (lavs' titflit, say that the Japanese 
•again demonstrated their reliance on 
tjheir artillery, and that they were 
greatly superior, both in number of 
men and in guns. On the second day 
of the lighting they brought up a heavy 
battery which silenced the lighter Uus- 
siau guns and caused severe loss. The 
Japanese artillery practice, however, 
was inaccurate, and us usual, they sev- 
eral times shelled empty positions or 
shot over the Uussiau rohunus. The 
fight started at (lawn ten miles south- 
west of Dalin hill, the Uusshiii rill- 
brigade holding the position until noon 
in the face of a heavy artillery lire 
hut the Russians were finally outrluiiked 
by infantry and cavalry, Hie Japanese 
actually getting a field Lattery in the 
rear of the Uussiau position, then the 
rifle brigade fell hack. The Daliu hill 
|i K |il continued from 4 o'clock until 
■ dark. The Japanese worked furiously 
all nigh! long and eniplaced two bat- 
teries on the vacated Uussiau position.

Ever since Monday, June 20, 
the Japanese have been aware that a 
break for liberty was to be made, and 
Admiral Togo prepared a splendid plan 
to be followed when the attempt was 
made. *■> *M 

in accordance with this plan, a weak 
cruiser squadron was placed about the 
entrance to the harbor, while the battle- 
ship squadron took up a position behind 
one of the mainland points, 
i On Thursday the Russians were seen 
I to be working their licet out of the 
'. blocked channel with a merchant vessel 
i in front of each unit; their intention 
being to protect the warships from con- 
cealed mines. The Russian battleships 
moved very slowly and the cruisers and 
destroyers' were used to protect their 
flanks. 

It was exactly I! o'clock in the after- 
noon when the entire Russian vquadron 
reached the open sea, and by this time 
the three divisions of Japanese destroy- 
ers had put in to attack. Their efforts 
were directed first against the craft Of 
their own class, but the Russian cruiser 
Novik came to the aid of the Russian 
destroyers and the lire from her rapid- 
lire guns was so accurate and persist- 
ent that the Japanese were compelled 
to withdraw. 

While the destroyers were lighting, the 
Russian armored ships, headed by the 
battleship Czarewitch, steamed at full 

v| 1 for the Shantung promontory. 

Shortly after (i o'clock the Russian Meet 
rounded Counter rock and for the lirst 
time saw Admiral Togo's Heel of heav- 
ily armored vessels waiting for them. 

On board the Czarevitch, which was 
flying the Hag of the vice-admiral com- 
manding, signal flags were promptly 
broken out, and in obedience to these the 
course of the Russian vessels was 
chanced to duo south, bringing the Ja- 
panese decoy cruisers on the Russian 
port beam. 

Admiral Togo's fleet gave chase and

PKOTECTiON FOB THE Fltl.'lT 
IMTSTKV. 

As was intimated the other day, there 
is an inclination in some (itinrters in 
the Northwest to induce the Govern- 
ment to reduce the duties on fruil coin- 
ing in from the I'nited States. As 
neither hi'.nlier nor fruit are produced 
in tlir prairie country east of the Uoek- 
ies, tin- farmers end others there who 
lire consumers, naturally want their 
fruit and lumber free of duty if pos- 
sible, and t'nun their point of view we 
cannot blame them. It is human na- 
ture. Unfortunately, however, as con- 
ditions are at the present time, it is 
not the consumer who gets the benefit, 
but the dealers. 

The Free Press, of Winnipeg, argu- 
ing on old-time free trade lines, says: 

Fruit may fairly he termed a ne- 
cessity. Anything that adds to the 
cost of it in this country is a bur- 
don widely felt. Situated as we are 
here in Western Canada, we have to 
depend upon the United States fruit- 
growers as well as those of Canada. 
If we were restricted to the latter, 
it would mean that for certain periods 
Of the year we should have to do with- 
out fruit. The Ontario strawberries, 
for instance, are late this season: and 
neither the Ontario nor the British Co- 
lumbia strawberries stand enrringe as 
well as the berries from the Hood River 
district in Oregon, which are imported 
in great quantities to this country. 

Any one conversant with the import- 
ance of the fruit industry to us, and 



come, considering the rate at which 
population is increasing in the North- 
west and the prospective development 
us the result of railway construction. 

It would, therefore, be manifestly un- 
just to introduce fiscal legislation having 
in view present conditions, which are 
only temporary.

Its hold- 
ing is of more than passing Importnnce 
to the Province, not because, Incident- 
ally, British Columbia will be repre- 
sented there; bul bemuse the purposes 
of representation In the lino in which 
the Province will make a specialty 
mean more for our future than is pos- 
sible in any other line. Arrangements 
have been made for a space in '.he Brit- 
ish Columbia building for twelve feet 
of space along one end. That is not 
very much space for an exhibit as Pro- 
vincial exhibits go, but il will prob- 
ably lie ample for what is in view. It 
will he mainly taken up in the show- 
ing oi' fruit. Owing to the present dis- 
turbed condition of the export lumber 
trail.-, (lie lumbermen are not enthusi- 
astic over sending exhibits, and con- 
sequently Juniber will only be repre- 
sented in a limited way through local 
agents there. There wnl probably be a 
small li.-h exhibit. As we have state!, 
fruit will lie the speciality, and the ex- 
hibit will he more of a commercial 
character thau otherwise, This is un- 
doubtedly tic most successful policy 
for a goverumeiil to pursue in regard 
to large expositions. That is. to show 
something we have to sell to the people 
who visit tin 1 fair, and to show' it com- 
mercially. Arrangements have conse- 
quently been made, or are being made, 
to have daily shipments of fresh fruits 
from Victoria, Vancouver, Westminster 
district, from points along the line of 
the ('. V, It., from the OknnilgllU and 
the ivootenay districts by express. This 
fruit will he purchased in the regular 
way at various points in tiie Province 
by the Government, and sold after be- 
ing exhibited. Such an arrangement 
must appeal to every practical man as 
the proper way to handle our exhibits. 
It is also the most effective from an 
advertising point of view, because it In- 
terests not only sightseers, but the deal- 
ers in fruit. It leads to, business open- 
ings, being a practical, commercial 
demonstration of the industry on a go- 
ing basis. Sir. It. M. Palmer, Provin- 
cial Horticulturist, and acting Secre- 
tory of tin; Immigration Bureau, who 
understands fully every phase of fruit- 
growing in the Province, will be in 
charge. 

The ornamental side of the exhibit 
will not be overlooked, as in addition to 
the fresh fruit in season, which in it- 
self will he attractive, there will he a 
large exhibit of specimen fruits of all 
kinds grown in British Columbia in 
liquid. A large collection of fruit in 
-lass bottles will make a most effective 
display. I Tob.-ibly in a limit -d w ay 
there will he specimens of other agri- 
cultural products. 

It is perhaps to oo regretted thai our 
mineral, lumber and fishery resources 
will not be more largely in evidence, 
especially lumber.

the natural adaptability of the Province 
to supply the Northwest with all the 
ordinary fruits grown here, will recog- 
nize the danger to interprovincial trade 
which lurks in the suggestions of the 
Free Press. We buy largely of the 
Northwest and Manitoba products, 
-which, without duty, we could at least 
purchase us cheaply, if not cheaper, 
from the other side, ami, with all due 
deference to the political interests of 
Mr. Sifton, we do not want any jug- 
handled arrangement of doing business 
with the people in his ministerial con- 
stituency. This observation applies 
with equal force in dealing with the 
lumber industry, though we are not 
now referring to that phase of the 
question. We wont to do business with 
the North west, and to be on the most 
amicable terms with its population, -to 
whom we should look not only as neigh- 
bors but as affording our nearest, and 
most profit able market. Hut we want 
to do business on terms of equality 
and fair play. 

Reverting to the remarks of the Free 
Press, we admit there is an element 
of reasonableness in so far as a pres- 
ent comparison between the fruit com- 
ing in from Oregon and British Colum- 
bia is concerned; hut that represents a 
present i dition, which we will ex- 
plain, rather than a theory of any 
consequence.

.-an is. as already intimated, a matter 
of condition, It is not a permanent 
condition. The growers there have been 
longer in the business, they grow more' 
largely, thi-.i have perfected their me- 
thods ,.f growing, picking ami packing 
their fruit. They have th.- righl variety 
for shipping, ami they ship in carloads. 
Moreover, it is a district peculiarly 
well adapted for strawberries, better, 
perhaps, than some of the present pro- 
ducing districts of British Columbia; 
but not better than many parts of 1 he 
Province that are now being, .and that 
will be, developed. The remedy, so far 
as British Columbia is concerned, lies 
in two tilings: A radical change in the 
methods to those which in the Hood 
Uiver district have made the industry 
commercially successful; ami in the ex- 
pansion of fruit growing to .a degree 
which will enable shipments to be made 
in carload lots. Up to the present time 
the British Columbia fruit growers have 
barely touched the Winnipeg market, 
which is the big market of the North- 
west. Our shipments are disposed of 
principally in Calgary and Edmonton; 
and as a matter of fact, as is stated 
elsewhere, the duty now makes but lit- 
tle difference as to prices in Winni- 
peg. The dealers make the profit. The 
wholesalers, we are informed, add about 
fifty per cent, for profit, and the re- 
tailers again double up the wholesale 
lirice.

The vast and fori, hiding desert of Idaho, 
ii< Hie drainage basin ol i he .•snake river, 
Is to he transformed, it Is promised, uitu 
a green garden of productiveness under 
the new national Irrigation law by the 
government engineers. At un expenditure 
of $i!,ooo,u00, wbihe bus been set aside 
lor the eonutriicllou ol great Impounding 
am! diversion canals above the Minidoka 
rnpiils, on the Snake river, fully ?l-,U'Je/,- 
ooii la taxable property, It is calculated, 
will l.e created In lids basin. 

The lai.ooo acres lo be reclaimed under 
lids project will, when settled under Irri- 
gation, represent that value, while th.- an- 
inial earnings of the land will amount to 
about !f - J,OOU,00o. With tills area cut up 
Into 1,-lou new farms, as Is proposed by 
the government, a rural population will be 
denied o l 7, Mm, which will bring Wltn It 
an urban population of probably another 
V.iXKi or M.ooo people, 

In other Irrigated parts of the state ap- 
ples, plums, apricots, grapes and m. does 
reach a high state of perfection, men have 
become wealthy from the cureiul cull n a- 
tion of L'o and -lo-ncre tracts, and enough 
can be raised from live acres to support a 
family. 'flic desert lands of .Minidoka, 
producing only sagebrush, are now only 
awaiting water.
